What the New Agreement Provides. 


ape London, March 16, 
The text af the Anglo-Russian Trade Agreement says that 
pending the conclusion of a formal Peace Treaty and the regulation 
of economic and political relations, a preliminary agreement has 
bain reached by which each party undertakes to refrain from hostile 
lon and propaganda, Moro particularly, the Soviet Govornment 
uffdertakes not to attempt to encourage the peoples of Asia, especially 
Ifdia and Afghanistan, against the British, while Britain gives a 
similar undertaking in respect of the independent countries formerly 
forming part of the Russian Empire; also that al) Britishors in 
Russia and Russians in the British Empire be immediately permitted 
to return:to their. homes. Both parties agree not to impose-or 
maintain any form of blockade and to remove existing obstacles for 
tho resumption of trade, including impediments to banking credit 
_ and financial operations, : 

British and Russian ships are’ to be accorded the customary 
privileges and immunities in the ports of their respective countries. 
Britain undertakes not to participate in measures restricting the 
freedom of navigation of Russian ships, and the Soviot Government 
undertakes to clear the mines from passages to Russian’ ports. 
Hither party may appoint official agents to the territories of the 
other, onjoying customary immunities, but either may refuse to 
admit or to require the withdrawal of such ageat on the grounds of 
pub ic ivtorest and security. ‘The British Goverment will not 
initiate steps with ‘a view to seizing gold funds, securities or com- 
modities which may be exported from Russia in payment of imports, 
or any property which the Soviet Government may acquire in the 
United Kingdom. 

The Soviet Government undertakes to make no claim to dispose 
of the funds or other property of the lato. Imperial and’ Provisional 
Russian Governments ‘in tho United Kingdom, and the British

BATTLESHIPS VERSUS. SUBMARINES. 


Expert’s Vindication of the Big Ship.

Sir Eustace d’Myncourt, in a speech before the Institute of 
Naval Architects, furnished wew light’ upon the problem of the 
future utility.of battleships, Sir Eustace, who co-operated in design- 
ing a.nutmber of the warships participating in tho battle of Jutland, 
pointed out that with the exception of ihe-Lutzow, which wae first 
disabled by zuntire, no capital ship on oither ‘side dated later than 
the Dreadnought period was sunk during the war by torpedo. He 
. emphasised that this fact should be remembered by those urging the 
vulnerability of the battleship to torpedoes. Furthermore, Sir 
Bustece pointed out that Germans during the’ war comploted 380 
submarines, of which 200 wore destroyed, while during the last ten 
months of the war the destruction of submarines practically caught 
up.with construction.

Frank Hodges (Miners’ Federa- 
tion) declared that the report of 
the sub-committee. represented 
the best efforts that tho political 
and-industrial sides of the move- 
ment had put forward, The 
present international policy of the 
Govornment was ruining Britain.

" Business" ‘is a vast sponge 
sopping up many people, When 
you ask what anybody does the 
anawor is usually the one word 
“business.” Not that people 
have become clerks and whatnot, 
but simply that the parasitical 
growth of the middleman is here 
more apparent than any where 
else. : 

Countries which rulo tho dis- 
tribution of raw materials have 
ruled that practically rione should 
come 4o Austria, and therefore 
Austria has been constrained to 
look around and find where she. 
could obtain any article of com- 
merce so as to carn something off 
it, The result js that Vienna has 
becomo a huge exchange centre 
for Central !urope, hee banks 
doing at. cnormous business ip 
trading or financing othere, and 
that Vienna has ‘become the 
happicst -hunting-ground — for 
“ Schiebers.”” . 
PARASITICAL EARNINGS. 

It ig a customary sneer that 
only foreigners and the newly 
rich indulge in “achiebing,” but 
the decent Austrians themselves 
are forced to take a hand in the 
game if only it is @ profitable one,, 

Vienna is producing little in 

the way of new wealth, but her 
parasitical earnings must be 
reat. - 
The change which has come 
about -is strikingly shown by 
‘statistics of the new companios 
formed during the preceding year. 
The amount of capital sub- 
scribed. was practically ten times: 
that subscribed in an average 
peace-time year, but this is not a 
sign of reconstruction ; it is mere- 
ly a. sign: that business here is. 
largely speculative. It ip a 
desperate efforttodo “something” 
to burst-the bonds, ©

Threatened Removal to 
; London. 

A movement is ‘on foot to 
prevent tho removal'from Scotland 
of one of its most enoient 
sculptured stones, This is the 
Cadboll stone in Invergordon 
Castlo grounds ‘which Captain 
M'Leod of Cadboll ‘ia aaid to have 
donated to-the British Museum. 
The quostion arises whether It ia 
not a national treasure which 
should be housed in Edinburgh 
Antiquarisn Museum. 

Tt is a sandstone alab 7 feet 9 
inches in height and.4 feet 7 
inches wido ‘at the base, and is 
divided into three panels with a 
border of foliageous scrollwork. 

- On the upper part of the border ° 
is the so-called "spectacle orna- 
mont,” which is much weathered. 

The upper panel has the symbol 
named by some the “crescent and 
arrow”. adorned with designs in- 
the “key” pattern, the triple spiral 
ornament, and interlaced work. 

In the middle panel ts a 
“hunting scene.” On the upper 
part is a horetwoman with flow- 
ing hair seated on a side saddle © 
and followed by a dog ahd two 
men blowing’ horns,’ Bélow are 
two horsemea, armod with round 
shields and spears, and a deer | 
which has been: seized by two 
hounds. The upper half-of the 
lowest panel only bas been pré- 
severed. It is. adorned with . 
finely worked triple and double 
apirals. ; 

It js believed that on the other 
aide of the slab there were once 
a, cross ‘and other Christian 
symbols, but these were obliterat- 
ed in the seventeenth century, 
when the stone had apparently. 
been selected for a tombstone by 
a Highland proprietor. It beara

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THE ARMY ESTIMATES, 


The cables regarding the Army Estimates for the 
ensuing financial year do not allow of the situation being 
envisaged with exactitude, but they contain sufficient data 
for a general outline of the position, As might’ have been 
expected, Sir L. Worthington Evans’ speech in introducing 
the Estimates was couched with a view to reconciling the 
conflicting claims of economy aud world peace. on the one 
‘hand, and of the Empire's needs.in the matter of military 
forces, on the other. ~ Doubtless the militarist school will 
‘find. certain provisions inadequate, just as the advocates of 
economy find the Army too large, Last year the Government, 
budgeted for £125,000,000 in respect of the Army. ‘This 

year the sum is £106,000,.000—an appreciable reduction, 
but. stilla very heavy tax. heing much more than the com- 
bined Army and Navy Votes in the last pre-war Budget, 
although, of course, the rise in prices goes fav to explain 
this state of affairs. 

Apparently. the 1921-22 Estimates provide for an 
Army o1 341,000, which is a much large uuinber than the pre- 
war strength. © (Chis number, however, has not been obtained, 
the actual-strength of the Army being stated as 235,000.) 
Lt has to be remembered that we have special commitinents 
just now in lreland and the Middle East, to say nothing of 
the position of affairs in Germany: “The Secretary for War 
stated that the genera] Army policy was ultimately to recreate 
an Expeditionary Force of six Divisions, but at present we 
were very far from having an’ Army as complete as before 
the war, luformation as tu the reason of this lack of 
completeness wil] be awaited with interest in’ view of the 
present dimensions of the Army, even if it-be short of the 
nominal strength. Lt will, be interesting to know also 
whether the Estimates are based upon the assumption that 
the full number of 341,000 men is going to be obtained, in 
which case there should be a large saving on the Estimates 
if the strength remains much as at present, or whether the 
greater number would entail a supplementary Vote. There 
1s a large disparity between the numbers given, and if the 
present strength is correcctly répresented as 235,000, it is 
important to know whether it is really necessary. to raise it 
- by over 100,000. : ; . 

One of the questions debated on the Estimates had 
aeference to. the future of tanks, which it is proposed to use 
for co-operation with both infantry and cavalry, of which 
Jatter arm.four regiments are to be disbanded. — Generals 
Seely and Townshend deprecated the substitution of tanks 
‘for cavalry, the latter declaring them to be “a thing of the 
past.” In the autiinn of 1916 the tanks were proclaimed 
to be prodigious engines of destruction, and; though they 
were naturally less effective after Fritz had become used to 

-., them, it is surprising to hear them treated as of no account.

The Russian Revolution. 


No-one seems to have paid-very 
much attention to the revolution 
now taking place in Russia. For 
ono thing tho news has been very 
meagre and there has been a 
tendency for Reuter: to belittle 
the matter. But when one comes 
to analyse the position in relation 
to the known facts of Russia's 
present domestic administration 
it becomes clearer that nothing 
short of a revolution will ever 
give, Russia the tranquility so 
long over-due, Despite the 
formation of Sovicts, Russia is 
still the land of the oppressed— 
an oppression more .intolerable 
than ~— that which existed 
under tho old Tsarist regime. 
The Administration does -not 
rule because of the confidence 
of the people ; it rules because it 
has control of the armed forces. 
On the word of a man who spent 
a considerable time in Russia 
after the ascendency to power of 
such men as Trotsky and Lenin 
we have it that the great mass of 
the people-—the .peasants—were 
simply held in quiet subjection 
by military tyranny and that. the 
rising of the people was only a 
matter of time. The forces ofthe 
Soviet, he said, wero. not’ only 
feared hut hated, and he predicted 
the very thing that has come to 
pass. The present outbreak seems 
to be confined to a small area and, 
according to the latest news to 
hand, has little chance of success. 
‘The inhabitanta of . Kronstadt 
have taken ‘a first move and 
their weakness lies in not having 
organised the outbreak to bo 
sufficiently widespread. It is said 
that the rebels are gravely short 
of food and that the Soviet will 
probably be ‘able to starve them 
out if the Reds remain Joyal. 
That is quite an illuminating “ if.” 
It is’ because we believe that 
Ruasia will never be the home of 
& happy and contented people 
while the Soviet is in’ power 
that we wish the counter-revolu, 
tionaries every success. Students 
of the situation'tell us that men 
of .moderate political ideas, who 
are actuated solely by a desire to 
institute sound reconstruction, 
are behind this movement that 
has had a somewhat premature 
expression at Kronstadt. Even

Mr. Ozaki’s Proposal. 


During the recent, Budgst] = > . 


debate in the Japanese Dict, 
Mr. Ozaki Yukio, formerly leader 
of the Kensuikai (Opposition) 
Party, who has now taken up an 
independent position, — opposed 
armaments estimates. 
Though his proposal was rejected 
by the combined votes of the 
Goverment and _ Opposition 
parties, an influential section of 
the Press is strongly with him. 
In fact, the Jit thinks hie attitude 
too lukewarm. -“ Mr. Ozaki pro- 
poses,” it says, “that naval 
armaments should be reduced. -by. 
agreement with the United 
States and Britain and military 
regulated and 
retrenched under the Covenant 
of tho League of Nations, But 
even though it may be necessary 
to confer and arrive at a. full 
understanding with America and 
Britain so far as the . proposed 
reduction of naval armaments is 
concerned, yet the position of 
this country in point of national 
defence is such that ‘there is 
nothing to prevent. us from re- 
trenching military armamenta 
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at our discretion and without! - 


conferring with any other Power, 
But we entirely agree. with Mr, 
Ozaki so far a3 naval armaments 
are concerned.if be means that 
Japan should take the initiative 
in bringing about an agreement 
with America . and Britain 
concerning a reduction of those 
armaments,” : : 
* “The national defence scheme 
of. this country,” remarks the 
Yomiuri, which Jiji, “has been 
based on the double standard of 
the army and navy instead of 
the army first and the navy 
second or the navy first and the 
army second. In view ‘of the 
collapse of Russia and Germany, 
however, it is perfectly clear 
that for at least ten or fifteen 
years tocome Japan will have 
no need of military armaments 
such as are chiefly intended for 
continental operations. It is 
simply absurd to try and-‘maintain 
the double standard system here 
in these after-war days especially 
as the. policy ofthe Japanere 
army authorities for relying on 
specially trained troops has been 
discredited not merely by 
the results of the great 
war but by the earlier ox- 
periences at the battle of Mukden 
in the Russo-Japanese war. For 
these reasons we urge that the 
number of divisions and the term 
of compulsory military service 
should be reduced, while the 
the basis of national defence is 
strengthened by an extension of 
national military training and 
other methods.’ As for the navy, 
even if the nation is to content 
itself with a single fleet of eight 
battleships and eight battle- 
cruisers, the naval budget must 
go on increasing for the replace- 
ment of superannuated vessels, 
the manufacture of arms,. and 
the construction of accom- 
modations both by Jand and sea. 
Seeing that even at present the 
national defence expenditure 
represents nearly 50 per cent. 
of the total amount of the 
Budget the nation must be 
prepared to see it swell up to 
60 or even 70 por cent. of the 
entire national expeniiture if 
things should be left in their 
present state. All this will only 
lead the State to bankruptcy and 
end by Bolshevising the ideas of 
the nation, and the very soldiers 
and sailors sho are drawn from 
the tation. Such armaments, 
aven if they could be maintained 
or extended by force, would only 
be ‘a danger or deformity. But 
as they muat at any rate be 
adjusted and retrenched within a 
few years by a sheer financial 
impasse, if will, even from an 
economic point of view alone, be 
wise and profitable to effect such 
adjustment now. We propose 
therefore that the singlo naval 
standard principle should be 
adopted instead of the double 
standard. Though we would like 
to have an “eight and eight” 
fleet perfected and officiently 
maintained, we are afraid that 
even this may bo ‘difficult to 
accomplish without prejudice to 
an equal distribution of national 
expenditure to all affairs of 
State.” : 
The Asahi regrets that so. im- 
‘portant a world-problem as this 
should have been dealt with in so 
careless and offhand a manner. 
It says that in view of the manner 
in which this question was.hand- 
led in the recent Assembly of the 
League of Nations, it is cloar that 
no great importance is yet attach- 
ed to the matter by the practical. 
statesmen of the Powers. But it 
would be a great mistake to thiak 
that the world still is, or will 
continue to be, governed by pro- 
fessional politicians alone. [tis 
not to be overlooked that while 


too practical statesmen regard a 
retrénchment of armaments as an 
idle fancy, the wish of the people. 
to-have this idle fancy carried into 
effect is acquiring an importance 
even in the world of practical 
politics, Tho great’ war has 
made the people of Europe 
thoroughly realise how disastrous 
war is no matter whether it is 
won or Jost, arid resolve that they 
will never go through the same 
dire ‘experionce. again. Tho de-
